I WELL REMEMBER the afternocm of September 
4, 1882 which marked the opening of the F e ^ 
Street electric generating station, the first sUtion in 
the world for the production and distribution of el­ 
ectric power. 
The report« from the EVENING SUN who came 
to interview me at the station was an alert and a g ^ 
able young man, with an average degree of skeptiriam 
It waa obvious that the little station with its thirty 
balloon-shaped globes, ranged at intervals on either 
side of the room” and glowing "with incandescent 
horseshoes,” seemed hardly more than an am usi^ 
toy to him. He could not conceive that it meant the 
end of the candle and oil lamp, the end of the horse 
and carriage, the end of one epoch in civilized life and 
the beginning of another. 
Some of us saw farther than he did, but even our 
imaginations fell short of visualizing all the c h a n ts 
that began that night. Many minds, working together 
produce progress that outruns the imagination of 
even the most courageous. 
That was forty-five years ago. 
I was a young man then. I am an old man now. I 
have lived to see 
the street 
car, the 
elevator, 
the electrified railroad, the automobile, the phono­ 
graph, the motion picture, the radio, the airplane, and 
the beginnings of television. It seems today to many, 
as it seemed to most men and women m 1^2, im 
great foi’wai'd steps remain to be taken which are 
comparable to those that have been taken. 
It may be that the next forty years will not pro­ 
duce inventions of such i-evolutionary character. Pro­ 
gress has been so rapid that we may require a b r e ^ 
ine spei; in which to consolidate our gams and ^ 
velop present inventions to their full capacity. But 
of one thing 1 am more positive than 1 was even 
forty years ago—the 
electrical 
development 
of 
America has only w’ell begua 
So long as there remains a single task teing d ^ e 
by men and women which electricity could 
so long will that development be 
this development will mean in comfort, in leisure,

in opportunity for the larger life of the s p n t 
we have onW begun to realise. Great 
s a re ahead 
Of this nation and the world And 
A sreat part to play, granted only that it can be un­ 
fettered, with full opportunity for the largest possible 
individual initative and energy. 
I look back with happiness to that eventful afte^ 
noon forty-five yeare ago. What will te happening in 
electricity forty-five years from this evening, 
is-ish 1 might be here to see.
